The outer frame with plug holes is stationary. The inner 
dial marked with numbers indicating minutes revolves. 

The hand or pointer is attached to the inner dial and 
revolves with the inner dial (relative position of hand to 
number on dial always remains the same.)

Sound since 1895 was in 1904, when the total output 
of this grade was 123,419 cases. The largest sockeye 
pack ever made was in 1901, when the total was I,- 
105,096. In 1897 sockeyes opened at 8o0c, the next 
year at $1.00, the next at $1.10; in 1900, at $1.30; 
I9OI, at $1.00; 1902, at $1.25; 1903, at $1.50; 1904, at 
$1.50-1.55; 1905, at $1.35, jumping up Ioc per dozen 
to $1.45 in 1906. 
- 2 

Nobody knows just how large or how small the 
corn pack is going to be, but the guesses are all low, 
as compared with the last three years’ packs. There 
isn’t more than 1,000,000 cases difference between the 
highest and the lowest estimates, which doesn’t indi- 
cate such wide dissimilarity of views as the uninitiated 
might suppose. The lowest estimate we have heard so 
far is for a pack of about 6,500,000 cases, and the 
highest, 7,500,000. These figures loom anything but 
large, when the pack of 1906 was 8,739,908 cases, that 
of 1905 13,939,083 cases, and the 1904 pack 11,462,- 
969. Unless the guesses being made are far wide of 
the mark, the 1907 pack will not only be considerably 
less than last year’s production, but not materially 
more than half as large as the packs of either 1905 
or 1904, which combined were approximately 25,000,- 
000 cases. 

* * &

limitless prairies, far-reaching stretches of fertile hills 
and dales broken by beautiful silvery rivers and moun- 
tains that lift their hoary heads into the blue ether,” 
as the flowery orator delights in describing it, is so big 
the same brand of weather never prevails in all parts 
of the country at the same time.

HE construction of Attorney-General Byers of

=@ conclusively to our mind that he is at once a 
wm good lawyer and a reasonable man, a combina- 
tion which doesn't always combine in gentlemen of 
the legal profession. Attorney-General Byers is a good 
lawyer, because he has the ability to point out clearly 
when machinery 1s not machinery, and he demonstrates 
his reasonableness when he construes the law so as not 
to deprive the canning industry of Iowa, one of that 
state’s greatest industries, employing thousands of per- 
sons and paying hundreds of thousands of dollars 
annually in wages, of a class of employes upon whom 
they are absolutely dependent. 
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Child Labor Laws. 


The canner of fruits or vegetables is as humane as 
any man. He has no desire to employ immature per- 
sons in work detrimental to their health, and he does 
not. The most ardent advocate of anti-child labor 
laws in the country—not even Senator Beveridge him- 
self, the foremost champion of children, could see harm 
in allowing boys and girls to work three or four weeks 
during the vacation period in departments of canning 
factories in which there was not the slightest danger 
of any sort of physical injury. 

Child labor laws are good and canners favor their 
enforcement—but it would be carrying matters to an 
extreme to deny to packers the right to employ girls 
and boys in the canneries a few weeks each summer. 





What ‘“‘Canned Goods” Means. 


EPUTY lood Commissioner Johnson of Ne- 
'D) braska, replying to questions propounded by 
pet Secretary Melhop of the Nebraska-lowa 
Say Wholesale Grocers’ association, gives a defini- 
tion of the meaning of “canned goods,” to which we 
take exception on the ground that it is incorrect, mis- 
leading, and altogether unnecessary. “The term 
‘Canned goods,’ ’’ says Mr. Johnson, “means all goods 
in sealed tin or glass containers.” 

This definition means that such will be the under- 
standing of “canned goods” under the Nebraska law. 

We can see no good reason why food products 
packed in glass containers should be classed as canned 
goods, and we don’t think they ought to be so classed, 
since they are not canned goods in fact. 

There is no such thing as a glass can. 

Cans are made of a totally different material. Food 
receptables made of glass are known by distinctive 
names, such as jars and bottles. They are not known 
to consumers as “cans.” 

The public understands, from long usage, the term 
“can” to mean a package manufactured out of tin, or. 
more properly, thin steel sheets having a coating of 
tin. 

There is no more reason why foods packed in glass 
should be classified as “canned goods” than there would 
be for giving a single designation to ail foods happen- 






ing to be put up in wooden boxes. 

We protest against Deputy Commissioner Johnson’s 
definition of “canned goods” because of the prejudice 
likely to be created in the minds of consumers against 
foods in hermetically sealed tin containers through re- 
ports narrating the finding of dyes or preservatives in 
goods packed in glass, the latter often being described 
in the reports as “canned goods,” instead of what they 
are in reality, jams, jellies, preserves, etc. 

The term “canned goods” was defined by W. E. 
Stearns, of Reid, Murdoch & Co., a gentleman whose 
long experience as one of the largest handlers of 
canned goods in the world qualifies him to express an 
authoritative opinion, as follows: 

“SO FAR AS THE GROCER IS CONCERNED, 
AND IN VIEW OF THE SOURCE FROM 
WHICH THE INJURY ARISES, TO-WIT: LEG- 
ISLATION INTENDED TO REGULATE THE 
SALE OF FOOD PRODUCTS AS TO THEIR 
PURITY AND QUALITY, I CONSIDER ALL 
FRUITS, VEGETABLES AND OTHER FOODS, 
PROPERLY PREPARED, PLACED IN A TIN 
RECEPTABLE, STERILIZED AND HERMET- 
ICALLY SEALED, TO BE ‘CANNED GOODS.’” 

We suggest that the food officials of Nebraska pon- 
der’ Mr. Stearns’ words. It will be noted that he says 
canned goods are contained in TIN packages. 











Vegetables Endowed with Brains. 

rains of plant life are the tendrils. Sensitive plants 
retract their leaflets when people approach as if they 
resented further intimacy. All vines which develop 
climbing organs called tendrils will reach out toward 
us if we place our hands in contact with them, and 
will even use a finger as a support to climb on. These 
tendrils will wind just as readily around a twig or 
grass stem. Tendrils are capable of exhibiting facul- 
ties and going through evolutions more wonderful 
than perhaps is realized. With their sensitive tips 
they test the objects they come in contact with, ap- 


parently considering their suitability as a support, and 
then accepting or rejecting them as the case may 
be. The thoroughness with which these tips do their 
work is illustrated by an instance with a grape vine. 
A cherry branch whose leaves had been variously 
punctured and scalloped by insects hung near the 
tendril and a particular leaf had just one small hole 
in its blade, not over three-sixteenths of an inch in 
diameter. So careful had been the exploration of the 


“leaf’s surface that this one small hole had been dis- 


covered by the tendril, which had thrust itself nearly 
three inches through the opening.

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It is not in the west alone that very unusual condi- 
tions prevail. The entire country seems to be in the 
grip of unseasonable, cool weather, the effect of which 
on tomatoes and corn it is unnecessary for us to detail 
here, as every canner knows very well how such 
weather as has been experienced over the greater part 
of the country in September so far affects the crops. 
In this connection, we refer readers of THE CANNEP 
to the letter of our Baltimore correspondent in this 
issue. He discusses fully the crop situation, giving 
the views of those who maintain that the output of 
canned tomatoes in Maryland and that part of the 
country will be smaller than last season as well as 
those who bank on the large increase in acreage over 
1906 to bring the pack up above last year’s mark— 
IF frost holds off long enough. However, there is a 
very great deal of interest, anxiety even, in the tomato 
situation, which it is not too much to describe as criti- 
cal, for that is precisely the view that a great many 
packers of experience take of it. The weather is 
being watched with great anxiety ; everything depends 
upon it. The following is reprinted from the Balti- 
more American of last week: 

“The early tomato pack is about all in and packers 
are watching the weather with great anxiety, for the 
future of the late tomato crop depends upon it. There 
are plenty of green tomatoes on the vines, but unless 
the weather improves during the next two or three 
weeks the crop will receive a serious setback, which 
an early frost would make yet more serious. There 
is a good demad from all sections, both for prompt 
shipment and for September and October delivery.” 

A report sent out from Aberdeen, Md., the last of 
the week contained the following comment on the 
tomato crop: 

“A week of September past and gone and country 
packers few who have more than a carload of toma- 
toes packed—such is the condition. As has been said 
before, no spring weather in 1907. Tomato plants 
were set out two or three weeks late; many thought 
they would catch up and the ripening season would 
atrive about on time. 


like such predictions would be fulfilled and yet those 
who so conjectured, find they were mistaken and that 
it requires in 1907 just as many weeks from, planting 
time to harvest, as any other year. Six weeks from 
bloom to ripe tomatoes is necessary this year and no 
exception. Raw stock is still bringing two and three 
times the usual price and those who have been ex- 
pecting lower prices, have little consolation so far. 
The glut season is still in the distant future and while 
it generally is realized every season, the question is, 
how long will it last when it comes and when will it 
come. The uncertain element, wind and weather, can 
alone regulate this. Therefore it is still a matter of 
conjecture. Some growers and packers still predict 
a large yield; there are others to the contrary, saying 
late tomatoes will not yield so abundantly. Some 
report vines full of bloom and loaded with fruit; 
others foliage off of vines and partial crops in several 
large localities. As usual, the tomato is giving her 
customary unfathomable possibilities and only time 
can tell.” 

A Baltimore authority that takes a rather optimistic 
view of the outlook says: “It is too early to be ner- 
vous over the probable outcome, nor does the situa- 
tion warrant all of the excitement occasioned by less 
than a dozen large packers who sold heavily on fu- 
tures and are fearful that an early frost may overtake 
the crop and bring the season to a close before they 
have gotten up their orders. It is an acknowledged 
fact that the vines are heavily fruited, but owing to 
abnormal good weather the latter part of August, 
especially the nights, the fruit did not begin to mature 
and ripen at the usual period, and the season is about 
ten days late, that’s all. The tomatoes kept on grow- 
ing and developing nevertheless, and unlike conditions 
which prevailed last year, when the vines were poorly 
fruited, the crop is here to be gathered if good weather 
continues up to the 15th of October. That cannot be 
considered unusually late or beyond an average 
period. Last year killing frost did not appear until

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continued up into November, until scarcely a tomato 
was left on the vines.” 

Regarding the outcome of the tomato packing sea- 
son in Indiana, THE CANNER is in receipt of a private 
advice, dated late last week, from one of the best 
informed authorities in the central part of that state, 
who says: “The receipts at all factories in central 
and northern Indiana are exceedingly light. Many 
of the factories will not begin packing until before 
September 9. The early setting on many vines is 
exceedingly light, but most fields show a fair setting 
of small tomatoes that will ripen by October to, if the 
weather is favorable. Southern Indiana is doing a 
little better, but, in the opinion of the writer, the pack 
in this State will not equal that of 1906, unless killing 
frost holds off until October 20, notwithstanding the 
fact that there is considerable increase in the acre- 
age.” 

The same authority writing to THE CANNER in re- 
gard to corn, says: “The corn crop is very irregular, 
some fields producing as much as. four tons to the 
acre, while other fields are yielding only one-half ton 
to the acre. The average yield will not be over two 
tons, as against about three tons last year.” 


Tomatoes— 

With discouraging reports coming in daily from all 
the important tomato-canning States, the jobbers 
nevertheless are not actively in the market, though 
they could buy only in very limited quantities if there 
were, as western canners who are in the frame of 
mind to book more future orders are very rare just 
now, if they exist at all. There are packers who 
would rather buy back contracts than to accept addi- 
tioned business on 1907 pack tomatoes. We have 
heard of canners who are in the market for tomatoes 
to protect themselves with against their future sales, 
which quite a number have rather poor prospects of 
packing. Few, if any, have done so as yet, with the 
majority far short of what they contracted to deliver. 
Spot 3s are $1.00 here. Reports from New York say 
that there is a steady feeling on tomatoes, some pack- 
ers declining to consider less than goc f. o. b. factory 
for new pack 3s, while others are firm at 87%4c. Sales 
on the spot in New York were at 95c per doz. New 
Jersey packers are reported withdrawn on all sizes. 
Demand at Baltimore has continued good, and the 
market there at present is very strong, with practically 
no futures offering. Very few packers in Baltimore 
are offering new pack tomatoes. No. 3 standards are 
quoted there in last advices at goc per doz. 


Corn— 


Spot Western standard corn can be bought at 60c 
per doz., f. o. b. Chicago. Some has been sold at 60c 
f. o. b. factory within the past week. No great 
amount of business has been done during the week re- 
viewed on either spot or future Western, but as re- 
gards the latter, packers’ ideas hold firm. No packer, 
so far as we can learn, is pressing for more business 
on 1907 corn, but neither is there much demand com- 
ing from the jobbing trade. Western future standard 
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is quoted at 62%c up, f. 0. b. factory; 65¢c f. 0. b, fae. 
tory for standard grade is rock-bottom with many 
Our Maine correspondent goes into the corn situation 
in that State very thoroughly in his letter this week 
New York advices note that there are no offerings of 
either State or Maine future corn and that Western 
packers are not displaying any anxiety to book add. 
tional business. 


Peas— 

The market and situation on peas are unchanged 
locally since last week, excepting perhaps that the 
demand is a little more quiet, though peas under g 
dollar a dozen are still wanted, while the offerings 
are very small. Not many packers in the West had 
a surplus, while it appears that a majority of those 
that succeeded in putting up a surplus after filling 
their contracts have since disposed of their holdings, 
Advices on the new York market indicate that bysi- 
ness on peas is restricted on account of the shortage 
in supplies. No news from Baltimore, where stand- 
ard early Junes are quoted at $1.00 to $1.05 per doz, 
f. o. b. At least two Indiana packers have begun 
selling their 1908 pack. We are informed that the 
prices named by one average about five per cent over 
this canner’s opening quotations on his 1907 pack, and 
that the new prices of the other average about ten per 
cent higher. Several Wisconsin packers have within 
the last few days expressed themselves as unwilling 
to make prices on the 1908 pack of peas earlier than 
December. 


Fruits— 

There is a waiting market on California canned 
fruits. The situation is one of great firmness, yet 
packers have on their books about all the future busi- 
ness they can take care of, and, as a report just re- 
ceived from the coast says, interest is chiefly in the 
percentage of deliveries of the different grades and 
varieties that.the packers will be able to make. The 
Michigan peach pack, from all that we can learn, will 
amount to very little this season. Canners in Michi- 
gan are putting up all the fruit they can obtain, but 
the total peach pack of Michigan for 1907 will be 
woefully small. At Baltimore there is nothing new 
to report about peaches except that prices there are 
advancing. THE CANNER has just received private 
advices which state that there are no pies offering 
at all at Baltimore and very few seconds and stand- 
ards. No. 3 second yellows are finding purchasers at 
$1.85 and standards at $2.00 to $2.25. The peach 
season in that part of the country will soon be a mat- 
ter of history, and it may be stated now with all con- 
fidence that 1907 will go on record as one of the 
shortest packs known during the last fifteen or twenty 
years. Small fruits are higher at Baltimore, No. 2 
standard blackberries being now held by some packers 
there at $1.00, although the market at last reports was 
nominally 95c. Gooseberries have advanced there to 
$1.35 and strawberries are entirely cleaned up. Balti- 
more packers have not as yet named prices on new 
pears, which will not be canned until late in Septem- 
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her or early in October, and no prices have as yet 
been made for them. 
Sweet Potatoes 

Sweet potatocs, which are not packed in the West, 
excepting by perhaps two or three canners, are in 
heavy demand in Jaltimore and the Fast. Advices 
state that the packers are proceeding cautiously now 
in regard to the booking of future orders for sweet 
potatoes, prices on which for later shipment range 
from &5c to goc per doz. The packing is just begin- 


ning. 
Apples— 

We are unable to learn of any offerings of 1907 
packing No. 10 apples. If any are obtainable from 
any state, they can only be had at high prices, about 
$3.00 f. o. b. factory for Michigan, and $3.15 f. o. b. 
factory for New York. We hear that most of the 
leading New York canners have not as yet named a 
price. If any 1907 packing Michigan No. 3 standard 
apples can be had, the figure can’t be lower than $1.00 
factory. At Baltimore apples are reported in big de- 
mand, and prices there are high. 


Beaus— 

The market on both string and wax beans is very 
strong, prices being fully maintained in all markets 
and on all packs. We hear No. 2 standard green 
strings quoted f. o. b. Baltimore at 65c per doz., No. 3 
at goc, No. 10 at $2.75; No. 2 standard white wax 
beans, 65¢. 

Oysters— 

It is the same story in regard to cove oysters that 
we have been repeating for several weeks past, firm- 
ness and scarcity. (Quotations f. 0, b. Baltimore are: 
No, 1 extra lunch, $1.25; No. 1 5-oz. standards, $1.00; 
No. 1 5-oz. talls, $1.00; No. I 4-0z. coves, 97%c 
Baltimore commission houses are not offering any 
light-weights or standards. 

Sardines— ; 

Domestic sardines continue firm and in good de- 
mand, There is a scarcity of the fish for prompt de- 
livery. Eastern advices indicate an upward tendency 
to prices, 

Salmon— 

The week under review has served to further ac- 
centuate the strength of red Alaska salmon. There 
are no offerings of 1907 pack red Alaska that we can 
learn of, while the spot market is extremely tight, in 
fact higher. We have had no further reports during 
the last few days concerning the size of the various 
coast packs, but it is well known now that there is a 
heavy shortage in the year’s output of Alaska salmon, 
red and medium red, as compared with last year. 
There is also a very light pack this season of sockeyes 
on Puget Sound. 


Canner “Want” Ads are the motive power that 


move an enormous amount of second hand canning 
machinery. 
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Dealers report a good interest in spot prunes for 
this time of year. Prices are firm and tending up- 
ward. It would not be surprising if spot prices reach 
a parity with quotations on the coast on 1907 prunes. 
California advices describe the feeling there as strong 
and the tendency toward higher quotations, especially 
on large sizes, which are reported scarce. Reports 
say that packers are increasing their premiums on 40s 
and 30s. Spot raisins are in demand. Reports from 
California indicate weather that has been unfavorable 
for drying the crop, being too cool. Reports tell of 
business on fancy seeded raisins for early shipment 
on the basis of 9%c f. 0. b. coast. Some interest is 
being shown in 1907 crop peaches. Prices, f. o. b. 
coast, according to latest advices, are: Fancy, 12c 
per lb.; choice, 10%4c; standard, roc. Apricots are 
firm. Spot and future evaporated apples continue 
firm. Eastern advices note quotations on future New 
York State prime evaporated apples at 97£c for ship- 
ment in October and 954c for November shipment. 





PICKLES AND KRAUT. 





Pickle buyers are not willing to meet prices asked. 
The figures have climbed too high and buyers are wait- 
ing to see how matters develop. 

As we go to press the National Pickle Packers’ as- 
sociation is holding a meeting in Chicago for discussion 
of the situation.

Raw tomatoes in Baltimore sold all during last week at 
from 75c to 85c¢ per bushel, which figures are abnormally high, 
and out of all proportion to the selling price of the canned 
article. This week opens with a lower market, 50c per bushel 
being the price paid this morning. The price may ease off 
during this and next week. The market on canned tomatoes 
advanced last week until No. 3 Standards reached goc. In 
spite of all that was said some weeks ago that the old syndi- 
cate stock was all disposed of, it turned out that there was 
still considerable of this to be marketed, and a good many 
sales of these goods were made during the week at 8%c, less 
14%, and &5c net. I am inclined to the belief, however, that 
this spurt in the market will induce all the holders of this 
old stock to finally close it out, and I believe we have now 
seen the end of it. A good deal of buying was done in the 
week, chiefly of the hand to mouth order, but the business 
came from practically all over the country. 

Futures are rather quiet, as jobbers do not seem to care to 
place orders based on the present market, and on the other 
hand, packers are by no means anxious to sell, as they want 
to know more about the crop before they take on much more 
new business. Personally, I believe we have now seen the 
top of the market for sometime, and that the next change 
will be towards lower figures. 

For several weeks I have been calling attention to apples, 
pointing out the fact that the scarcity of pie peaches and 
small fruits would increase the demand for apples for pit 
material. Quite an advance took place in the canned apple 
market the beginning of last week, and continued up to Sat- 
urday, with a prospect for a further continuance this week. 
No. 3 are selling at 95¢ to $1.00, and No. 10 at $3.00 to $3.5. 
Sweet potatoes are also stronger from the same cause. 

Corn is firmer. Reports that are coming in from the cort- 
growing sections indicate a very light pack for the acreage 
planted, and as the acreage was much smaller this year than 
in either 1905 or 1905, we are likely to see a very much fe 
duced corn output in the aggregate. 

Every crop seems short in this section this year, the two 
latest to join this list being lima beans and okra. Of the 
first mentioned, quite a large quantity is usually packed m 
Baltimore, but the pack this season will be very much below 
the average. The price of the raw material is ranging from 
25% to 35% higher than in a normal season. Okra 1s very 
scarce, and as this city usually packs quite a quantity, either 
as plain okra or okra and tomatoes, those packers who make 
a specialty of this line are in a quandary as to how to get the 
material. Ordinarily okra sells at 50c to 75c per bushel. _ It 


is now bringing $1.50, and is eagerly snapped up at that price.

As predicted in previous letters, the opening prices for 
1907 are considerably in advance of those of 1906, which a 
year ago were considered stiff prices. Both Sockeyes and 
Red Alaska are quoted twenty cents per dozen higher than 
last year, owing both to a short pack and to the great in- 
crease in the consumption of these brands. The price on 
Sockeyes is the highest in the history of the industry, but it 
is well justified by the very small pack which has resulted 
both on Puget Sound and the Fraser river. ‘The price of 
Red Alaska, though higher than last year, has been exceeded 
in the past by an unjustified price made arbitrarily several 
years ago by the Alaska Packers’ Association, which could 
not be maintained throughout the season. The price that 
year discouraged consumption of Alaska Red salmon for sev- 
eral years, and only in the last 18 months has it recovered 
rapidly. The high price this year is established under dif- 
ferent conditions. Not only will the pack prove insufficient 
to supply the demand during the coming year, but cannery- 
men are compelled to get such a price in order to make their 
season’s work profitable, owing to the greatly increased ex- 
penses of operation and the cost of tinplate and other sup- 
plies. 
Jobbers throughout the country had a very clear under- 
standing of what to expect in the way of prices this year, and 
are not unpleasantly surprised. On the other hand, they have 
started in rapidly to confirm their orders placed early in the 
season subject to prices to be named later in the season.

Portland, Me., Sept. 9, 1907. 

Eprror CANNER: Nearly every corn factory in the State of 
Maine begins today in earnest, a few will not commence for 
a week, while last week two or three factories packed a little 
in order to be ready for the real work. 

The opening of the new canning season finds the stock of 
spot standard corn exhausted, and perhaps five to ten thou- 
sand of old goods on hand in the packers’ hands. I do not 
think there is over five thousand, myself, but. it is about the 
same as a bare market either way. So much for the “reserve” 
stock in case of a short pack. 

The planting season of 1907 was several weeks late on an 
average, and this was followed by cold, wet weather. Much 
acreage was ploughed under for the seed did not come up, 
while the net result was about three-quarters acreage. The 
summer was very dry and in some sections almost a drouth, 
while the nights were cold the season through. Corn has 
matured slowly, and the outlook was poor. The middle of 
last week it began to shower, then it rained; finally it poured 
in torrents. The-dry earth went on a spree, and drank to ex- 
cess. As the rain was a warm one, it gave new life to the 
plants, and this was followed by a bright warm sun. The 
change for the better was marvelous. The fields took. on a 
deep green as in June, and every leaf had a good bath. Na- 
ture smiled, but the Maine packers, under our prohibitory 
law, could not buy one—not a smile. 

I will venture to say that this change in weather, coming, 
as it did, was just in season to add thousands of dollars to 
Maine packers, and change defeat to victory. 

Now, as to delivery and surplus after the pack, I think that 
buyers, if conditions continue favorable, will get from 80 to

Apple packers have been urged to name prices, and ge} 
as they have done, far earlier than usual, hence the reluctance 
to take on more business just now. About two weeks ago 
the report was published and wired broadcast throughout the 
United States that the Maine apple crop would be from >: 
to 35 per cent (or so) short of last season. The writer say 
this ‘statement on a newspaper bulletin board, and at one 
called on the editor and asked him to call up all the large 
apple handlers of Portland, for this city is one of the largest 
apple shipping ports in the world. I think without excep- 
tion, all agreed on an INCREASE of from 25 to 50 per cent 
AT LEAST. This was a radical difference of opinion, but the 
writer’s statement was verified by later statements in the 
“Maine Farmer,” and an editorial in the “Portland Adyer- 
tiser,” and other city and country papers. But the “lie tray- 
eled seven leagues while truth was putting on its boots.” 
as is now known. ‘ 

I think that Maine and New Hampshire will have an in- 
crease—probably New York will fall off somewhat, and the 
west be in the market on account of the great scarcity there, 
That prices will remain strong from $2.75 upward, there is 
little doubt, for we have to supply the shortage elsewhere, but 
it does NOT follow that my statements were untrue. Fur- 
ther, WITHIN THREE DAYS I have gone over the ground 
carefully with apple experts, and come to the same conclusions 
as before. No one but a party accustomed to buying fruit 
from the tree is competent to judge of the facts, and I con- 
fess that Iam not. My statements are reflected entirely from 
these business men. I was told, also, that apples will grow 
in size for several weeks yet, and one of the most experienced 
dealers said that the increase, not in number, naturally, but 
in weight, would be 100 per cent. It must be noted that the 
apple crop, like corn and tomatoes, is late. 

The packing of blueberries is well along, but it looks like 
a 50 per cent delivery, if not pack. Taking a basis of 8 for 
berries, I cannot see how they can be packed, if good weights 
of fruit, and not water, are given, below $1.23 per dozen, 
while they were sold, futures, for $1.20. I think the future 
price of blueberries on goods not sold at a stated price may 
be from $1.40 to $1.50 per dozen. I am not referring, please 
note, to “southern whortleberries,” marked “blueberries,” for 
these are sold by false prophets to get larger profits, and this 
is no paradox. I have the best of reasons to think that if this 
mislabeling appears this year, it will be attended with the 
legal penalties, “made and provided.” When blueberries are 
transported by rail, or otherwise, across from Canada, m 
order to save the duties on the canned article, it has been 
“rumored” that preservalines were used, and sometimes starch. 
I think that all buyers should be protected under the pure 
food laws, in this, as in other packings. 

A few fish are going into the cans, and but few. They have 
learned at “schoo!” about the short crops and do not dare to 
call on the packers just yet. INDEX.

Eprror CANNER: Features in the canned goods trade have 
not been numerous the past week. Tomato packers have 
shown stronger views and interest in spot corn has increased. 
Otherwise changes have been confined to the ordinary develop- 
ments of business at this season. Perhaps one might say that 
conditions are generally more favorable and that increased in- 
quiries are noted in substantially all varieties, but after one 
had said that much practically nothing else would be left to 
say. 
Tomatoes have been stronger and practically all packers 
are holding full standard 3s at 87%c f. 0. b. factory. Some 
are asking as high as goc. Bids of 85c on considerable quan- 
tities have been repeatedly refused. Nevertheless 85c is the 
highest that local jobbers will bid. Reports from the South 
say that liberal sales have been made to interior jobbers at 
87'%4c. On this basis packers guarantee 100 per cent delivery 
and stipulate that the goods shall conform in all respects to 
the requirements of the pure food law. A liberal offering of 
off standards and seconds is noted and the market is irregu- 
lar, with prices generally a matter of negotiation between 
buyer and seller. Seconds 2s are offered a shade more freely 
at 57%c f. o. b. factory and seconds 3s can be bought at 77%c. 
For standard 2s the market is firm at 65c f. o. b. factory. 
Full standard gallons, September-October delivery, are offered 
at $2.75 f. o. b. factory. A sale of 1,000 cases Marylands was 
made at $2.70 f. 0. b. factory, October delivery, but the packer 
declined further orders at the same figure. The pack is 
still uncertain because of the possibility of damage by frost. 
Delaware packers report healthy vine growth and a good set. 
Spot prices are: Maryland standard 2s, 67¥%c to 70c; 33s, 
g2%4c to osc; off standard 2s, 60c to 62%c; 3s, 80c to 82%c; 
Maryland gallons, $2.85 to $2.90. 

Improved interest is noted in spot corn and some buying 
by local jobbers has been done in both state and Southern 
goods. Southern Maine style is quoted at 57'%c to 70c f. o. b. 
factory, as to quality. But little shoe peg of this year’s crop 
can be offered. Maine goods are firmer. Other varieties are 
unchanged.

The crop is so scarce and 
the demand so great that jobbers are anxious to se- 
cure the output under any circumstances. It is further 
reported to the department that fruit producers are 
generally trying to keep the sulphur used down to as 
low an amount as it is thought will preserve the fruit, 
Under the circumstances the Department of Agri- 
culture is disposed to be lenient until there has been 
a fuller investigation of the subject.

Peaches Rotted—Frost Feared. 

R. Byrd Leeper, who is operating a small canning 
plant this season at Unionville, Ill., writes under date 
of September 6th: 

“My once promising 1,000-bushel peach crop about 
all rotted on the trees before ripening. Tomatoes are 
just beginning to come in and if weather is favorable 
until October roth or 15th, a fair average crop will be 
harvested, but a killing frost at any time this month 
would cut the crop fully half.”

Food Law Enhances Importance of the Label. 
By J. E. Kiple, Manager Grocery Department “The 
Fair,’ Chicage. 

The most important effect of the new national pure 
food law, I believe, has been overlooked by many who 
have considered the subject. Not by chemists or ex- 
verts, do I mean, but by manufacturers in general. 

Where a question of labels and brands has been so 
upset and so confused, not only by federal but by 
state legislation, the women who buy for the house- 
hold are at a loss in what brands to place their trust. 
What is the result? The answer is simple : They 
come to depend upon the purveyors of foods and food 
products. : ; 
* Before the federal pure food law had been passed it 
was a common saying among women that such and 
such a brand was all that could be wished for; not 
necessarily the best, but it bore the label of a firm 
which had been doing business for twenty-five or thirty 
years, and there need be no doubt concerning anything 
packed under that trade mark. : 7 

But when the new federal law went into effect, after 

hundreds of exposes in the press throughout the coun- 
try of poisons and adulterations that were used in food 
products by dishonest manufacturers, the women came 
to believe that even the brands they had used for 
years might not be free from deleterious substances. 
’ The result of this suspicious condition of mind on 
the part of consumers is obvious. The woman on go- 
ing to her grocer or butcher asked if such and such a 
brand was pure; was it free from poisonous preserva- 
tives; was it prepared under sanitary conditions ; was it 
handled by people who are in good health? 

At once the responsibility of the dealer was in- 
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creased. He had not only to dispose of the goods he 
handled, but he was placed in the position somewhat 
analagous to the family physician. It was no longer 
a question of brands; it was a question of trust on the 
part of the consumer in the dealer. 

It is this fact which has made for the success of the 
big food departments maintained throughout the coun- 
try in large cities by the big mercantile houses. For 
example, a woman who has been buying her groceries 
or meats of a small dealer in the neighborhood of her 
home becomes suspicious of food products because of 
what she has read in the press. She asks the small 
firm of which she buys if such and such an article or 
brand is pure. 

Unquestionably he advises her to the best of his 
ability. But if he makes a mistake, as happens more 
often than frequently, the customer loses faith. She 
wants to deal with a firm whose business reputation is 
so well established that she is sure of receiving a truth- 
ful answer to any question she may ask about the goods 
she purchases. She feels that if those goods are not 
up to representation of the salesman she is protected 
by the firm. She knows that no great business house 
could afford, even if it wished, to misrepresent goods, 
whether those goods are their own or are brands which 
they are handling.

New York Apple Growers Realize High Prices, 


Nearly always a source of great revenue, the ; 
apple crop of western New York promises to prin 
years. This is due to prospects for a fairly generoys 
yield of winter varieties, and hopes of exceptionally 
remunerative prices. An editorial representative of 
American Agriculturist, while investigating the sity. 
tion in the extreme western part of the State, foung 
that nearly everywhere Baldwins, unquestionably the 
more money into the State than for a long series of 
foremost commercial variety, are exceedingly prom. 
ising. Trees for the most part are well laden; in fac 
so much so that in some sections this has materially 
interfered with the full development of the fruit, Ag 
has previously been stated by this journal, the outlook 
for Greenings in western New York is none too 
promising, and producers are anticipating relatively 
good prices for that variety. Northern Spys are about 
as abundant relatively as Baldwins. 

A phenomenal phase of the western New York 
apple situation this season has been the fact that in 
some districts there was practically no June crop, 
Growers attribute this to the extremely late spring. 
The crop has averaged about ten days behind normal, 
and it is likely that picking of Baldwins will not be 
well under way until very late in October. Quality 
of the apple crop is always a matter of concern, both 
to the orchardist and the buyer. This season, unless 
the fruit deteriorates rapidly during the final stages 
of maturity, there will be no cause for complaint at 
either the appearance or body of western New York 
apples. 

Probably the most unfavorable feature right at pres- 
ent is the small size of Baldwins. However, this may 
doubtless be remedied with weather conditions favor- 
ing more rapid growth during September and early 
October. The late season, well laden trees and drouth 
all operated against Baldwins developing rapidly, and 
unless these conditions are remedied during the latter 
part of the season, the crop may not barrel out as 
heavy as hoped. Rains the latter part of August 
brightened the situation materially. 

Growers are expecting, and announce that they will 
ask big prices for 1907 winter apples. Sales made 
several weeks ago in Monroe county around $3 per 
barrel have made nearly every producer “bullish” in

A. M, Graves of that body to organize the members 
of the several sections into distinct bodies for the 
better consideration of local problems. 


California Dried Fruit Question. 


_ The following report has been sent out by the Cali- 
lornia State Board of Trade in reference to the sul- 
phuring of California fruits and the general situation 
Irom a trade standpoint. 

“Every one taking an interest in the matter will be 
glad to learn that as between the growers and the 
packers, the fruit sulphuring question is settling itself 
and the demand for the fruit abroad is strong. Ac- 
cording to advices received by the California State 
Board of Trade from the principal fruit packing cen- 
ters, there is no longer hesitancy on the part of the 
packers generally in taking the fruit offered by the 
growers. These latter with few exceptions are doing

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their best to solve the sulphuring problem in an in- 
telligent, practical and commercial way, using as little 
of the fumes as is consistent with producing an ac- 
ceptable product. The packers are reassured and 
those who are inclined to take advantage of the situa- 
tion to the detriment of the grower, as well as those 
who were overcautious and fearful as to the outcome 
are getting in line and the work is being carried on 
in the usual way. The packers as a rule will not dip, 
and only resulphur when absolutely necessary, so the 
danger of trouble at the market end is minimized. 

“So far the market situation is encouraging, in 
fact, as one prominent packer puts it ‘all that could 
be desired.’ The dried fruit this season is of superior 
quality as compared with that of last year, in most 
places, and the season’s output is expected to exceed 
that of last year, which was large. 

“The California State Board of Trade has taken 
a very active part in the fruit sulphuring question, 
and to its bringing about the meeting at its rooms 
August 9 between Secretary Wilson and representa- 
tive packers and growers the present satisfactory sit- 
uation is largely due. The State board, however, is 
not satisfied to let the matter rest as it is for the fu- 
ture, but will use every endeavor to obtain a modifica- 
tion of ruling No. 78 before next season opens. It 
has gathered some strong evidence as to the accep- 
tability and wholesomeness of California dried sul- 
phured fruits which it will lay before the depart- 
ment.”
